Same, same but different? The Meat Co. at Souk Al Bahar has a revamp, writes Amy Mathieson 


ou know the situation - it’s been a long 
day of traipsing round with the visitors 
(see page 16 for further inspo) and 
you've found yourselves, not unexpectedly, at 
The Dubai Fountain. 
If you feel as if you're old hat 
when it comes to restaurants 
in Souk AI Bahar, then you're in 
luck, as one of the area's popular 
restaurants has had a revamp. 
The Meat Co. has reopened 
after a 120-day refurb - and now 
has new branding, a swanky new 
look and a fresh menu, which 
is good news for Dubai dwellers 
who are visiting the area for the 
umpteenth time. 


The new menu comes from group executive 
chef Praba Manickam, and features fresh 
dishes such as tuna tartare, wagyu carpaccio, 
roasted bone marrow, grilled octopus and 
pan-seared Hokkaido scallops to start. 

Mains include pan-roasted 
chicken, herb-crusted cod with 
seafood orzo pasta, lobster 
bisque and pea shoots as well 
as grilled Maine lobster, gnocchi 
with aged Parmesan and tomato 
sauce and mushroom risotto. But 
with meat in the name, you're 
really here for the cuts, no? 

Fret not, carnivores, there's 
a range of top steaks to dig 
into such as the wagyu marble 


and rangers valley wagyu. Couple them with 
sides including baked asparagus with feta 
and truffle and Parmesan fries and you've 
(hopefully) a feast to rival the Fountain. The 
interiors have had a revamp too, with warm 
tones and a spacious indoor and outdoor 
dining area that can seat up to 320. 

"From the food to the sophisticated interior 
and first-class service, everything exudes the 
distinctive South African-style," says Johnny 
Tomazos, CEO of Food Fund International. "We 
proudly welcome guests to our new revamped 
restaurant to an epicurean adventure." 

Sounds impressive - let's see if it lives up 
to its bold billing.

IF YOU’RE NOT one to set foot 
in a restaurant that doesn’t 
serve up even a splash of 
live entertainment, you'll 

do just fine at Dubai's 
newest (and loftiest) Latin 
American restaurant. 

Set at the top of the JW 
Marriott Marquis Dubai, the 
second-tallest hotel in the world, 
you'll need a head for heights 
and an ear for loud and lively 
Latin music. 

Filled with colourful foliage 
and eye-popping murals, with the 
occasional burst of live dance 
performances from women 
dressed in enormous plumage, 
Hotel Cartagena is no wallflower. 
And nor is its menu, packed with 
punchy flavours - from tangy 
ceviche to chargrilled meats. 

Service, however, is less 
dynamic, so prepare to endure 
the ritual challenge of waving 


someone down to order. And 
then, perhaps, to later remind 
them of your order. 

Seating arrangments are a 
touch odd, too. We're a party of 
two, and seated at a table for at 
least six. Equally perplexing is 
the height of the table and chairs 
themselves. Each seat is so 
low-slung our knees are almost 
level with our chests when we 
sit down. 

In fact, it’s almost impossible 
to get them under the table 
unless we stretch them straight 
out, as though we've all the joints 
of a Barbie doll. 

Once we've waved our plastic 
arms around enough, food 
finally arrives. The octopus is an 
instant hit, with perfectly crisp, 
yet yielding, tentacles, delicately 
curled and generously salted. 

Braised beef cheek 
empanadas are everything we're

hoping for from the age-old 
street food -golden, crunchy and 
packed with savoury shredded 
meat. Deeply satisfying without 
the threat of stodge. 

A good thing too, because 
we're beginning to wonder if we'll 
ever be able to stand up. 

When the enormous trio of 
ceviche maki arrives, our fears 
are confounded. But it's quickly 
followed by grilled giant prawn 
- radiant in kaffir lime oil - and 
suddenly we're quite happy to 
be trapped in our seats for the 
foreseeable future. 

While mains are pricey 
(Dhs145 up to Dhs620), the 
tacos, maki, ceviche and other 
hot and cold appetisers (from 
Dhs42 to Dhs96) are ripe for a 
sharing-style soirée over a few of 
the bar's signature mixed drinks. 

Just make sure you stretch 
before taking a seat.

“STOP GLAMOUR TIME." They're 
probably the sort of lyrics clever 
clogs at Trophy Room had in mind 
when concocting the made-for- 
social-media golden chicken 
nuggets. Yes, that's real golden 
nuggets, as they're dusted with 
24-karat gold and served with 
equally shiny golden fries. 

Unfortunately, "Stop. Turn 
around. And go home,” are the 
most fitting words when we arrive 
as the shining star of the show 
is unavailable. “lIl have to check 
with the chef," we're informed 
by the always attentive, but 
sometimes befuddled waiter. 

Two minutes later he's back to 
break the bad news: the chefs 
don't have any. Apparently, the 
gold-dusted nugs are as rare as, 
well, gold dust. 

When we try to get to the 
bottom of this - are they super- 
popular? Are they rarely ordered? 
Are the golden chickens refusing 
to leave their golden roost? - 
we're given a mumbled excuse. If 
it’s not always “on” then why's it 
always on menu? Is it just 
a gimmick? 

Disappointed, we begrudgingly 
take our seat at a booth 
and distract ourselves from 
disappointment with a few 


competitive games of Snakes and 
Ladders and cards. 

The bar itself is busy - with 
enough TVs showing enough 
variety of sports to keep the 
mixed clientele of hotel guests 
and after-work groups happy. 

But really, Trophy Room is no 
different from other sports bars 
that are friendly, serve decent 
food and sell hops. 

Take the golden chicken 
nuggets out of the equation and it 
falls in line to an already packed 
roster of others. 

However, the tuna tartare 
starter is great: huge chunks of 
fish on a bed of creamy guac 
served with a bunch of tortilla 
chips ready to be scooped up 
willingly. It’s a shame then, that 
the black truffle poutine is a 
letdown. Just like the nuggets, the 
promised truffle seems to have 
done a vanishing act. It’s actually 
just large chips, cheese and 
gravy, and it'll cost you Dh39. 

The green pea samosas are 
dry. Thankfully, the butter chicken 
curry is lovely. It’s flavour-packed 
while the chicken is tender. 

If you're in the area, head 
inside for a cold one and an okay 
curry. If not, there are better 
places to eat.

SITTING IN THE SPACE that housed 
the short-lived Dragonfly - from 
German Michelin-starred chef 
Tim Raue - much of restaurant 
remains the same (in other 
words, it's bright red). 

The massive red booths, 
dimly lit bathrooms with Chinese 
wallpaper and spilt-level layout 
remain. Bao Wow has lifted 
this though and brightened it 
with massive pops of colour 
and vibrant wall art done in 
collaboration with Dubai-based 
graffiti artist Ramy Elzaghawy. 

The overall look is fresh, fun 
and funky. But another thing 
Bao Wow has in common with its 
predecessor is that it's empty. Is 
it the position in City Walk? Or is 
it not what diners in the area are 
after? Either way, we're the sole 
patrons in the restaurant leading 
to an awkward, souless vibe. 

That's where the similarities 
end, however. Where fine 


Chinese dining was once served 
(remember those outstanding 
wasabi langoustine?) now comes 
below par Asian food. 

And when your dining 
companion asks “do you think 
they have a chef or just a 
microwave?" there's a problem. 

We opt for a selection of bao 
to kick us off. The chicken teryaki 
version tastes greasy and fatty, 
while the Take a Bao 
selection of prawn, beef 
and lamb are equally 
unappealing. The rainbow 
candy dim sum sounds 
so fun we can't resist, 
though wish we had, as 
soggy, tasteless parcels 
arrive. The chicken katsu 
curry is so dry it’s sent 
back to the kitchen. 

Aside from the cool 
wall art, there’s nothing 
redeeming about this 
spot, which is a pity.

THERE ARE MANY things that are "mini" about 
the The Smokin'9 - from its petite location 
tucked away between towers in JLT, to the 
teeny wee burgers, down to its number 
actually being 800 MINI (how delightfully 
twee).

Although once you find your 
favourite (hello, deep-fried 
mozzarella), you're likely to keep 
reordering - as it'll be demolished 


in the blink of an eye. But with each mini 
burger coming in at Dhs20, you can get plenty 
of what you like without breaking the bank. 

Delicately presented and (almost too) easy 
to dig into, some highlights include the beef 
Don Gonzola smothered with blue cheese 
sauce and fresh rocket, the Frenchie, (comté 
and sautéed mushrooms), along with the 
Rocky chicken burger loaded high 
with aged cheddar, tangy onion 
relish and chipotle mayonnaise. 

There are decent veggie 
options, too, including a quinoa 
patty version, as well as that 
aforementioned gorgeously gooey 
slab of mozzarella topped with 
sun-dried tomatoes. 

Along with its affordable sides 
and trendy décor, this is a decent 
spot for a snack in JLT.

at Luchador

MEXICAN-WRESTLING THEMED Luchador opened 
its doors at the new Aloft Palm Jumeirah 
earlier this year and promised flamboyance 
and flair by the pinata-load. 

On arrival, the first thing you'll notice are 
the wall-to-wall Mexican wrestling masks, 
Aztec motifs and a range of decorations 
inspired from the region. 

At one end stands a sizable wrestling 
ring, which doubles up as a stage for a lively 
Mexican band. 

Turn to your left and you'll be faced with 
unobstructed views out across the Arabian 
Gulf, which can be enjoyed from a sprawling 
terrace during the winter months. 

The restaurant is awash with colour and 
light from the floor-to-ceiling windows, and 
the hustle and bustle from packed tables only 
adds to the vibe. 

So far we're triumphant, until the food 
arrives like a sucker punch to the face. 

The only thing we expect to be wrestling at 
this Mexican brunch is tacos into our open 
mouths (and possibly with our waistbands). 

The struggle, in fact, is to eat anything at 
all - and not through a lack of quantity. Plate 
after plate of deep fried fodder is delivered to 
the table, and taken away in much the same 
state it was presented. 

The food arrives in four rounds. First up 
arrives a course of guacamole and chips with 
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a selection of ceviche swimming around the 
bottom of some glass tumblers. 

Maybe we've been in Dubai too long, but 
we'd hoped for a bit of guac-prep at the table 
à la Loca. Instead it's dished out in a couple 
of shallow bowls along with ceviche that's all a 
bit watery and bland. 

The next round is a variety of tacos. Sadly 
the variety ranges from limp, to dry, to 
tasteless - but collectively tragic. 

By this point we're ready to tap out, but in 
the name of good sportsmanship we throw 
ourselves into the "authentic" selection of 
Mexican mains including quesadillas and 
braised lamb. 

Everything appears to have been doused 
in breadcrumbs and plunged into a deep fat 
frier, giving any oiled up wrestler a good run 
for their money, and so another course bites 
the dust. 

Eventually it's the final round, and churros 
lathered in melted chocolate. It’s excellent 
and we get stuck in, filling a massive gaping 
hole where our tacos should 
have been. 

Despite the lamentable 
food, the rumble rages on, 
with brunchers donning 
wrestling masks and making 
good use of the props that 
have been left out on the 
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tables for their enjoyment. 
When the bell rings at 4pm 
we can safely say that Luchador has done 
little to defeat our hunger. 

This is where we'd like to say that despite 
the shoddy food, the service was splendid - 
but that would be a lie. 

We wait for what seems an age to get refills 
and have to reorder drinks on more than one 
occasion where is seems that the waiters have 
forgotten about us. There's also confusion 


about what is and what isn't included in the 
drinks package, with staff coming across a bit 
bumbling and bewildered. 

Despite that, the atmosphere is spot on and 
on previous occasions we've been impressed 
with the à la carte dinner menu. 

With a few tweaks (i.e. completely different 
food) Luchador does have the potential to 
make a comeback, but when it comes to 
brunch, it seems as though it's punching well 
above its weight.

WE LIKE THIS bar, it'S as simple as 
that. Found in the northern end 
of town, in the bustling heart of 
Old Dubai, Morgan's Gastropub 
has opened up as the keen, 
younger sister to JB's Gastropub 
found in JBR - which itself is a 
bit of a favourite of ours, being 
shorlisted for Pub of the Year at 
this year's Time Out Dubai Music 
& Nightlife Awards. 

We do wonder why Morgan's 
didn't extend the existing name 
(JB's 2.0 perhaps?) to confirm its 
identity to Dubai's pubgoers. 

And on first impression, the bar 
seems almost like a cookie-cutter 
template of the JBR original (and 
its sibling Hamilton's in Abu 
Dhabi). As well as similar urban- 
style décor, you'll find the exact 
same (top-notch) pub grub menu 
and familiar laid-back vibes.
